Reader’s questions on 
the Dinas Powys bypass 


I HAVE spent 
over half a 
century trying 
to do my bit for 
the community in 
which I live, Dinas 
Powys. 

I am at present a 
member of Dinas Powys 
Community Council 
and the Bypass Steering 
Group and I write as 
both a councillor and an 
individual. 

During this time, I 
have rarely been more 
shocked than when read¬ 
ing that the Vale Council 
cabinet has unilaterally 
decided to select a 
single route for the hard- 
fought-for Dinas Powys 
bypass. 

We are told there will 
be a public consultation 
lasting 12 weeks. What’s 
the point when they’ve 
already made their deci¬ 
sion from a semi-com- 
plete draft report? In my 
book, that is democracy 
gone haywire. 

This is despite an 
undertaking the Vale 
Cabinet made to Dinas 


Powys Community 
Council in April of last 
year. 

The community 
council had unanimously 
asked the Vale to ‘widen 
the scope’ of the Barry 
end to ensure the best 
route was selected. 

This was agreed, and 
has been worked on by 
Arcadis. 

It would appear that 
this decision is not even 
a recommendation of 
the officers or their con¬ 
sultants. It is the desire 
of a very few members 
without any substantive 
explanation. 

Without full cost and 
value assessments, com¬ 
parisons cannot be made. 
The Vale Council has 
virtually ripped up the 
rule book for the Welsh 
Government study to do 
their own thing. 

What happens if the 
Assembly do not agree 
with this proposal, for 
any one of several glar¬ 
ing reasons? We could 
be left with nothing. 

Our only chance now 
is to turn up in droves 
at the Stage 2 Public 


Consultation and voice 
our views there and in 
writing. 

When the Stage 1 
Consultation was held, 
the overwhelming public 
support for any bypass 
resulted in its inclusion 
when none was origi¬ 
nally included. 

Now, after 90-odd 
years of asking, and 
almost three years of 
lobbying, it has been 
proven that a bypass 
is the main solution to 
traffic problems through 
Dinas Powys. The least 
we can do is make sure 
it follows the best route. 


1 AM sure I am 
not the only 
person to note 
that the new housing 
estate being built 
outside Cowbridge 
and the other new 
housing which is 
infilling green spaces 
to Cardiff, is being 
constructed with 
little thought to 
sustainability other 
than current building 
regulation; no solar 
panels, water capture, 
wind turbines etc. 

It is quite within our 
technology to make 
houses carbon neutral 
or even net generators 
and the installation costs 
are lowest and benefit 
highest at the point of 
build. 

The policy of not 
putting local shops in (to 
protect town shop busi¬ 
ness) will mean more 
vehicle journeys. 

Housing is built 
to last for potentially 
hundreds of years, and 
with an awakening 
to the climatic and 
environmental impact 
of increasing carbon 


No doubt, a completed 
Arcadis report would 
have delivered that 
solution rather than the 
precipitous action which 
has happened. The cabi¬ 
net changed their under¬ 
taking to the Community 
Council once. 

Surely they can 
recognise the error of 
their ways and allow a 
choice of selection to 
go forward to the end 
of Stage 2, thus proving 
that democracy is alive 
and well?

Local author launches 
new book on his ancestor 


LOCAL author Brian C 
Luxton is best known for his 
three volumes on the subject 
of Old Barry in photographs. 

He has also had work published 
in Stewart William’s Glamorgan 
Historian, Morgannwg, the Journal 
of Glamorgan History, and was a 
contributor to the Barry Centenary 
Book (1984). 

In 1984, he established the Luxton 
Family History Society which has 
an international membership and 
produces a journal, Time-Link, 
which updates members on the latest 
research. 

His new book ‘My Lather’s 
People’ is the culmination of more 
than half a century’s research on his 
own branch of the family and he has 
made a diverse use of documentary 
information supplemented with news¬ 
paper reports and oral memories. 

In his book, the author tells of his 
search for his Luxton ancestors. The 
book details his methods of research 
and there is local interest when he 


writes about his family in Barry. In 
1894, work began on the second dock 
and John Spickett of Rock House, 
Cadoxton, offered Brian’s grandfather 
a sovereign a week, which he 
accepted as it was a 25 per cent pay 
increase. 

Burt Luxton, the author’s father, 
began his apprenticeship as a fitter/ 
turner in Barry Graving Dock in 
1930. As a skilled dock worker he 
was in a reserve occupation when 
war was declared in 1939 and Burt 
spent the war years busily employed 
repairing war damaged ships. 

On the evening of July 1, 1940, the 
first air raid on Barry, a bomb was 
dropped in Coldbrook Road. Brian’s 
father, who had gone out of the 
shelter “to watch the fireworks” was 
flung into the garage wall.

From waterfalls to 
wetlands for Ramblers 


FOURTEEN walkers joined 
Clive from Penarth and 
District Ramblers for a delight¬ 
ful walk in spring sunshine in 
‘Waterfall Country’ beginning 
from Pontneddfechan, making 
their way upstream along an 
old tramroad from when this 
area was used for mining silica 
rock. 

Diverting along the Afon Pyrddin 
to view the splendid Sgwd Gwladus 
waterfall, they re-joined the Nedd 
Fechan River on an undulating 
footpath through woodland past the 
Horseshoe Falls, making for the picnic 
area at Pont Melin-fach for morning 
refreshments. Further woodland paths 
led them high above the river to Pont 
Rhyd-y-Cnau where a climb brought 
them out onto the road with views to 
Moel Penderyn. 

They stopped at Cwm Porth for 
lunch, after which some of the newer 
members of the group descended to 
view Porth yr Ogof cave and the Afon 
Mellte. Continuing to Sgwd Clun- 
gwyn, they journeyed on to descend 
steps into the valley where the Afon 
Hepste thunders down at Sgwd yr Eira 
and made their way underneath the 
waterfall on an old drover’s road. 

Reaching the opposite side of the 
valley, a short but steep climb brought 
them along a path leading past the 
old ruined farmsteads of Cilhepste- 
fach and Cerig to the enormous Dinas 
Rock, before a descent to the valley 
floor led them back to their start. 

William and his 12 companions 
enjoyed a mid-week spring walk in 
glorious warm sunshine on the Gwent 
Fevels, beginning their 14-mile jour¬ 
ney from the Newport Wetlands Nature 
Reserve, created from reclaimed land 
and now a haven for wildlife and 
migrating birds. Joining the Wales 
Coast path along the edge of the 
Severn Estuary mudflats, they passed 
the East Usk lighthouse, built in 1893, 


before turning inland through the 
hamlet of Saltmarsh to the Goldcliffe 
Pill, where a tidal flap system drains 
water from the reens (or ditches) that 
keep the previous marshland dry, a 
system that has been in operation since 
Roman times. Heading back to the 
sea wall for their morning refreshment 
break, they sped on past blossoming 
blackthorn bushes, moving inland to 
Redwick. 

The village is dominated by the 
Church of St Thomas where a plaque 
marks the height the water reached, 
when during the Great Flood of 
1606-7 a huge wall of water crashed 
up the estuary claiming around 2,000 
lives. 

Following their stop for lunch they 
headed southwest where a seri,es of 
fields and footbridges led them safely 
across the ditches and reens to the 
hamlet of Whitson, then onto the road 
to Fower Pill Farm. 

Yet more footbridges and fields 
brought them into Goldcliffe and the 
delightful archway of trees that lead 
to the entrance of St Mary Magdalene 
Church and another plaque commem¬ 
orating the Great Flood. Fields and 
more footbridges led past Henton 
Farm to Nash, where they re-joined 
the coast path in order to return to 
their start. 

On April 27, meet at 9am at Cogan 
Feisure Centre for a nine-mile mod¬ 
erate walk taking in St Fagans, St 
Brides-super-Ely and St George’s;

Wear suitable clothing, preferably 
boots and carry waterproofs, food 
and drinks.

EARLIER this month, Barry 
Yacht Club’s sea rowing section 
was forced to cancel its 80-mile 
charity row (using its Celtic long¬ 
boats) to Mumbles and back due 
to poor weather conditions.

In near perfect conditions, the boats 
followed the coast, arriving in Mumbles 
at 12.37pm. 

Welcome refreshments were provided 
by the Mumbles Amateur Rowing Club. 
There were some crew changes at this 
stage of the row. One crew from Barry 
stayed in the boat for the return journey to 
complete the 80-mile row. 

The club’s second boat was being 
manned by a crew from Mumbles, Towy 
and Aberaeron for the return leg. 

It was an uneventful row back to Barry, 
both boats arriving with beautiful moon¬ 
light lighting up the harbour entrance 
as members of the club rushed down to 
welcome them back and haul the boats up 


the slipway. 

This year, the row will be to raise 
money to support Llamau, the charity that 
provides help and guidance for young 
people between the ages of 14 to 19.

Resident’s plea on 
Victoria Park 


A BARRY resident has 
contacted The GEM to say he 
is disappointed by the state 
of Victoria Park over the 
weekends. 

Mr Ian Dowdell said council 
workers did a good job keeping it tidy 
during the week, but a lack of staff at 
weekends meant the toilets were not 
opened and there was more rubbish 
around. 

The Vale Council said the park had 
achieved ‘Green-Flag status’ for nine 
years due to its high standards, but 
confirmed that due to the pressure on 
budgets, staffing had been reduced 
over the weekends. 

Mr Dowdell said: “I walk my dogs 
regularly at Victoria Park and the 
workers keep the park in good order 
during the week. 

“But over the weekend, it seems 
the council can’t afford the staff and 
the toilets are closed, which is not 
good if you are disabled. 

“The gates are constantly left open 
24/7, allowing drugs and alcohol 
to be consumed and dumped, not 
in the bins but everywhere. There’s 
also broken glass around the caged 
(sports) area.” 

Mr Dowdell said that while the 
council had been concerned about 
local dog walkers, he was worried 
that the park was going downhill 
because of a lack of staffing. 

He added: “The team which look 
after this historical park during the 
week should be proud of the job they 


do and I thank them. But the council 
needs to get its act together and stop 
penny-pinching.” 

Colin Smith of the Vale Council 
emphasised that members of the pub¬ 
lic should contact the council if they 
see instances of littering or anti-social 
behaviour. 

He said: “Unfortunately, due to 
decreasing budgets and increasing 
financial pressures, it has been neces¬ 
sary to reduce the levels of staffing at 
the park at weekends. 

“Victoria Park, like all other Vale 
parks, is visited each Saturday and 
Sunday by members of our neigh¬ 
bourhood services team, who remove 
litter and clean the area. 

“The gates are locked seven days 
a week, apart from on very rare 
occasions of staff unavailability. 
Unfortunately, following incidents 
of vandalism, toilets are now only 
opened Monday to Friday during the 
park’s staffed hours or for organised 
events. 

“We are sorry that Mr Dowdell 
was unhappy with aspects of the 
park during his last visit and would 
encourage him to report any incidents 
of littering or anti-social behaviour to 
us so action can be taken. 

“Victoria Park has been awarded 
Green-Flag status, the intemational- 
ly-renowned mark of a top-quality 
outdoor space, for the last nine years 
and this would not have been possible 
without adhering to the highest 
standards.” 


Plenty of good advice 
at Neighbourhood 
Watch meeting 


THE Highlight Park 
Neighbourhood 
Watch annual resi¬ 
dents’ meeting held 
on April 15 was 
very well attended. 

PC Bleddyn Jones and 
PCSO Russell Evans 
warned that most burgla¬ 
ries were as a result of 
residents leaving house 
doors unlocked when at 
home. 

In modern society, 
policing has changed. 
The Police rely on 
local residents passing 
on information (intel¬ 
ligence) for them to 
investigate. 

Cyber fraud and abu¬ 
sive trolling are increas¬ 
ing, causing victims huge 
distress. Scams are on the 
increase online, by tele¬ 
phone and door to door. 
The criminals are very 
persuasive, and encour¬ 
age victims to part with 
huge sums of cash. 

They can pretend to 
be from the police, bank, 
HMRC or utility com¬ 
panies. A general rule 
of thumb is to remem¬ 
ber these organisations 
already have all your 
details and do not need 
to ask for them: so do not 
give out any information. 

Details of the differ¬ 
ent law enforcement 
methods were discussed, 
including local and 
national law enforce¬ 
ment. ‘County Lines’ 


was explained, because it 
is drug related and on the 
increase. 

Young and vulnerable 
people from other areas 
can be dropped into a 
new area to set up drug 
dealing and coerce 
children/youths and 
vulnerable adults into 
criminal activities. This 
is spreading all over the 
country and has reached 
Wales. 

‘Cuckooing’ can also 
occur, when the crimi¬ 
nals gain trust and take 
over someone’s home 
and then operate their 
activities from a local 
property. 

Local crime statis¬ 
tics were outlined and 
discussed; residents 
are encouraged to ring 
the police if suspicious 
activity is observed - 101 
for non urgent issues and 
999 for emergencies. 

Questions from 
residents were dealt 
with during the talk as 
their questions arose. It 
was a very relaxed and 
informative evening of 
great value to residents 
who gained a lot from 
the advice they received. 
VOG Securities work in 
partnership with Safer 
Vale and Neighbourhood 
Watch and were availa¬ 
ble to give home security 
advice.

The Vale Council 
introduces new school 
admissions policy 


THE way the Vale 
Council decides which 
children get places in 
the most oversubscribed 
secondary schools is 
changing. 

The authority is bringing in a 
new policy despite some opposi¬ 
tion from parents. 

Under the new rules, children 
who live in a school’s catchment 
area will have priority when 
secondaries are oversubscribed. 

At the moment, secondary 
school places are allocated to 
children who go to specific 
primary schools - known as 
feeder schools - but this is being 
removed as a way of selecting 
pupils at oversubscribed 
secondaries. 

The council says this change 
will mean children who move 
into the area at a late stage “are 
not unduly disadvantaged”. 

The Vale Cabinet approved 
the plans on April 15 despite 198 
parents opposing the move; 105 


parents told a consultation they 
were in favour of the change. 
The parents of 9,820 children 
were consulted by the council. 

Parents who voiced objections 
feared children affected by the 
proposal will not be able to 
attend a secondary school along 
with their friends from a feeder 
primary school. 

The council said the proposed 
changes will not mean that chil¬ 
dren living outside a secondary 
school’s catchment area will 
not be able to apply for a place. 
It says 90 per cent of parents 
on average each year receive 
the offer of a place at their first 
choice of school. 

A council report says: 
“Transferring to secondary 
school is a significant event in a 
child’s life and schools are very 
experienced in offering pupils 


support as part of this process. 

“Part of this transition is the 
opportunity to make new friends 
and have different experiences. 
Transition from primary to 
secondary often means new 
friendship groups are formed, 
even if attending a secondary 
school with a high number of 
peers from their primary school. 

“Support and resources would 
continue to be offered by school 
and council transition support 
staff in order to assist in this 
process.” 

The council also says the 
admission arrangements would 
prioritise those with a sibling 
already at the secondary school 
higher than is the case currently.

‘Welsh businesses need 
more help on rate relief’ 



STAFF at Dogs 
Trust Bridgend 
are appealing for a 
home for their old¬ 
est resident, who is 
the human equiva¬ 
lent of 98 years old. 

Taking the accolade is 
Tilly who, at 14 years 
old, found herself in 
the care of the Pen-y- 
Fai rehoming centre in 
February after her own¬ 
ers were no longer able to 
care for her. She is cur¬ 
rently receiving lots of 
love and care in a foster 
home through the chari¬ 
ty’s ‘Home From Home’ 
scheme but would love a 
home to call her own. 

Well above the four- 
year-old average for a 
dog in Dogs Trust’s care, 
Tilly is now keeping her 
paws crossed to find a 
new home for her retire¬ 
ment years. But staff say 
the terrier still has a lot 
of love to give and is a 
sweet older lady. 

Angela Wetherall, 
Dogs Trust Bridgend’s 
manager, said: “It’s 
especially sad when 
older dogs come to us but 
Tilly really deserves to 
find her special someone. 
Sometimes older dogs 
spend a longer time with 
us than their younger 
counterparts, but there 
are so many advantages 
to having an older dog. 

“They tend to need 
less exercise and most, 
like Tilly, are used to 


living in a home. With 
age on their side their 
personality is already 
shaped. 

“Tilly is friendly with 
everyone she meets. She 
loves pottering about on 
walks and carrying her 
toys around the garden. 
She would like to be the 
only pet in the home and 
could be left alone for a 
short time once she has 
settled in. We would like 
to hear from potential 
new owners who can 
offer Tilly a cosy bed 
where she can put her 
paws up and enjoy her 
retirement.”

LOCAL MP Alun Cairns 
has written to traders 
in the Vale to say he is 
disappointed the Welsh 
business rate relief scheme 
falls short of that offered 
in England and that he will 
continue to challenge the 
Welsh Government on it. 

Mr Cairns claims the Welsh 
Government’s increase in busi¬ 
ness rates for the financial year 
2019/20 will cost many traders 
thousands of pounds more than 
their counterparts in England. 

He says figures show that under 
this year’s rate relief schemes, a 
business with a rateable value of 
£12,000 will pay at least £3,260 
more in Wales than in England. 

The Welsh Government told 
The GEM this week that its retail 
rates relief scheme would help 
15,000 businesses in the financial 
year 2019-20. 

Mr Cairns said he wants the 
Welsh Government to reduce the 
multiplier it uses to calculate rates 
and to implement the same rate 
relief as England. 

He said that this year, the 
Welsh Government had increased 
the multiplier from 0.514 last 
year to 0.526. In contrast, the 
UK Government uses a figure of 


0.48 for small businesses, which 
means that the baseline calcula¬ 
tion of business rates is lower 
in England than in Wales before 
any rate reductions are taken into 
consideration. 

The Welsh Government has 
introduced a discretionary busi¬ 
ness rate relief scheme which 
provides £2,500 of relief for 
businesses with a rateable value 
between £9,100 and £50,000. 
Those with a rateable value under 
£9,100 will not pay anything. 

Under the UK Government’s 
rates relief scheme, businesses 
with a rateable value over £12,000 
and up to £50,000 will receive 
at least a third cut in their rates. 
Those with a rateable value under 
£12,000 are exempt from paying 
rates. 

Mr Cairns said Welsh 
Government has been given the 
funding by Westminster to imple¬ 
ment the same rate relief in Wales 
as in England 

He said: “I am incredibly 
disappointed that the Welsh 
Government is setting business 
rates at a higher level than in 
England, meaning Welsh traders 
are worse off. 

“This is even before we factor 
in their failure to match the level 
of rate relief offered by the UK 


Government to traders in England, 
despite receiving the funding 
to do so. The Welsh Labour 
Government continue to impose 
the most expensive business rates 
anywhere in Great Britain, leaving 
many businesses in Wales thou¬ 
sands of pounds worse off.” 

A Welsh Government spokes¬ 
woman said it was committed to 
providing support for small and 
medium sized Welsh businesses. 

She said: “The tax-base 
in Wales is different to that in 
England and our rates and relief 
system should reflect the unique 
circumstances of Wales. 

“We are committed to sup¬ 
porting businesses in Wales. We 
have provided an extra £23.6m 
of support through the high street 
and retail rates relief scheme to 
help around 15,000 small and 
medium-sized retail businesses 
pay their rates bills in 2019-20. 

“This is in addition to the 
£210m we provide every year to 
support businesses and other rate¬ 
payers with their non-domestic 
rates bills.” 

She emphasised: “More than 
three-quarters of ratepayers in 
Wales receive support and more 
than half of businesses pay no 
rates at all.”

Council 
considers cuts 
to school 
bus services 


PLANS to cut fund¬ 
ing to 15 school bus 
services in the Vale 
will be put before 
the public. 

A consultation has 
been launched on with¬ 
drawing funding for 
the Vale’s fare-paying 
school bus services as 
the council plans spend¬ 
ing cuts. 

The bus services, 
which are used by about 
400 pupils, mainly 
serve schools in Barry 
and Penarth, with a few 
serving rural areas of the 
Vale. 

The Vale Council says 
free school transport 
will still be provided 
to pupils who live far 
enough away from their 
school to be entitled to it. 

But there are more 
than 300 pupils who 
are not entitled to tree 
transport who pay to use 
the fare-paying services 
and would have to find 
another way to get to 
school if the routes are 
withdrawn. 

Operators would be 
able to run the bus routes 
on a commercial basis - 
but they have indicated 
there could be a rise in 
fares.

The Welsh 

Government says free 
school transport has to 
be offered to primary 
pupils who live two 
miles or more from their 
local school and second¬ 
ary pupils who live three 
miles or more from their 
catchment area school. 

The Vale Council says 
the proposed funding 
cuts would not affect 


pupils eligible for free 
transport services, or 
children with additional 
learning needs who 
are eligible for free 
transport. 

A statement on the 
council’s website says: 
“The Vale Council will 
continue to provide 
statutory free school 
transport to those pupils 
who quality on distance/ 
unavailable walking 
route grounds who are 
currently allocated to a 
fare-paying school trans¬ 
port service. 

“If the fare-paying 
element is removed it 
may mean pupils who 
are eligible for free 
school transport will 
be collected in smaller 
vehicles.” 

Surveys taken in the 
2017-18 academic year 
showed 324 pupils who 
do not qualify for free 
transport pay to use 
these fare-paying school 
services, while another 
81 pupils have been 
given passes to use these 
buses free of charge as 
they do qualify for free 
school transport. 

The surveys showed 
55 per cent of the bus 
service 724’s available 
seats are used. 

Talks between the 
council and the current 
operators have identified 
just three services out 
of the 15 which could 
be commercially viable 
with fare increases. 

Three services were 
considered poten¬ 
tially viable - the S10 
for Pencoedtre High 
School, Whitmore High 
School and Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg, the S14 for 
Pencoedtre High School 
and Whitmore High 
School and the S49 for 
St Richard Gwyn RC 
High School. 

Last year the council 
subsidised fare paying 
school transport services 
by more than £180,000. 

If the funding for these 
services is withdrawn, 
£57,000 of the money 
saved would go towards 
providing free transport 
to eligible pupils who 
used them. 

The council is looking 
to cut £3.7m across its 
service areas in 2019-20. 

If the council goes 
ahead with the plans 
the funding for these 
services would be with¬ 
drawn from July 31 - 
after a re-tendering of all 
school services in April 
and May. 

A consultation will 
run on the council’s 
website until May 28.

Helen is hitting her ambitious 
target in weight loss journey 


HELEN Waite is celebrating after 
hitting her target weight with Slimming 
World after losing seven stone and 
3-and-a-half pounds.

Dragged Across Concrete is a 
‘dark, minor key triumph’... 


S . Craig Zahler 
may only be 
three films 
into his career, 
but already he 
has shown he is 
an idiosyncratic, 
single-minded and 
bold filmmaker. 

His debut, Bone 
Tomahawk , was 
Western by way of can¬ 
nibalistic horror, while 
Brawl In Cell Block 99 
took the prison movie 
genre and dosed it with 
steroids, creating an 
unflinching and brutal 
piece of work. 

His third film sees 
him re-team with the 
star of ... Cell Block 
99, Vince Vaughn, 
in Dragged Across 
Concrete. Vaughn and 
Mel Gibson (something 
of a controversy magnet 
himself) star as two 
police detectives, 
Lurasetti and Ridgeman, 
who are suspended 
for their over-zealous 
behaviour. 

When the pair decide 
to chase down compen¬ 
sation for their efforts, 
they find themselves 
deep in the criminal 
underworld where they 
are targets for no end of 
unsavoury characters... 

The set-up for 
Dragged Across 
Concrete is one that 
has become a little 
over-familiar in recent 
years (police officers go 
rogue) and one that, on 
face value, doesn’t seem 
to deserve a runtime of 
159 minutes either. 

However, the assured 
touch of writer/director 
Zahler takes what may 
have been cliched and 
portentous and turns in 
a piece of work that is 
gripping, compelling, 


sometimes ethereal and 
captivating. 

There’s more to 
the set-up than meets 
the eye - the film 
opens with the release 
from prison of Henry 
(Tory Kittles), whose 
involvement in the story 
doesn’t really kick in 
until the second half 
where he proves to be a 
key component. 

It is only after we’ve 
met Henry that we 
are introduced to the 
characters of Ridgeman 
and Lurasetti, and how 
a little heavy-handed 
arrest soon spirals out 
of control when social 
media gets involved 
(there is something 
uncomfortable yet 
hugely watchable seeing 
Mel Gibson debate 
the ethics of the media 
exposing people’s intol¬ 
erance given his run-ins 
of the past few years). 

So what follows is 
a typical story strand 
- both detectives can’t 
afford to be suspended 
without pay, Ridgeman 
due to the area he lives 
in and his sick wife, 
Lurasetti because of 
fears his girlfriend may 
think him beneath her - 
and they take action. 

What Zahler does, 
both in the director’s 
chair and with the 
script, is take his time 
to tell the story - there 
are plenty of two- 
handed scenes where 
characters interact, and 
Zahler never feels the 
need to rush these, his 
camera a bystander to 
proceedings. He ups the 
pace when he needs to, 
yet also luxuriates in the 
performances, which are 
all excellent. 

Gibson does the

grizzled police officer 
routine incredibly well, 
a man with the weight 
of the world on his 
shoulders and trying to 
do the best thing for his 
family, and it’s a turn 
that reminds you that 
beneath the controversy, 
he’s an actor whose age 
is becoming a useful 
tool. 

Vaughn (who was 
directed so memorably 
by Zahler in Brawl 
In Cell Block 99) is 
incredibly dialled 
down; smart yet not 
smarmy, his character is 
equally well-drawn and 
Vaughn responds with 
an incredibly watch- 
able performance, his 
reluctant involvement in 
the escapade set up by 
Ridgeman a constant in 
the pair’s relationship. 

Tory Kittles is the 
film’s hidden attraction 
- as the recently-re¬ 
leased Henry he is in 
very much the same 
situation as Ridgeman 
and Lurasetti, yet on 
the other side of the 
law. However, Kittle’s 
compelling turn, almost

playing the moral com¬ 
pass of the film, is beau¬ 
tifully understated and 
powerfully portrayed. 

If Zahler’s first two 
films have shown his 
skills as a writer and 
director working within 
genre confines and 
twisting them, then this 
is his tour de force so 
far. 

The dialogue is 
crisp, economical and 
drives the plot forward, 
while there are some 
wonderful little touches 
he uses that sometimes 
deviate from the story 
yet hold your attention 
(a subplot with .Jennifer 
Carpenter’s new mother 
struggling to return to 
work is exceptional). 

Visually, he works 
within genre rules, 
yet the direction has 
a woozy feel to it that 
gives it a different, and 
hugely satisfying, feel. 

It’s a film of rare 
power, one that never 
puts its pedal to the 
floor but it doesn’t 
need to - it knows 
that the characters, 
performances, dialogue 
and direction will hold 
you rapt throughout. As 
such, Dragged Across 
Concrete is one of the 
most quietly engrossing 
and pleasing films of 
the year. 

VERDICT: S. 

Craig Zahler’s third 
film is also his best 
yet, Dragged Across 
Concrete a dark, minor 
key triumph. His 
plotting and dialogue 
are pitch-perfect and he 
draws incredible perfor¬ 
mances from the whole 
cast, in particular Mel 
Gibson, Vince Vaughn 
and Tory Kittles.

What Kirsty said about 
Llancarfan school - AM and 
Vale Council at loggerheads 


RHOOSE coun¬ 
cillor and South 
Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies 
has claimed that 
alternative plans to 
secure the future 
of Llancarfan 
Primary School 
can be brought 
forward, following 
Welsh Government 
clarification on the 
funding options 
available. 

However, a Vale 
Council spokesper¬ 
son disagreed with 
Mr Davies over his 
interpretation of this 
clarification. 

The council plans 
to close the school and 
move it to a new site in 
Rhoose four miles away, 
a move the council 
claims is necessary to 
access funds under the 
21 st Century Schools 
Programme. Building 
Bulletin 99 is the 
national framework for 
primary school building 
projects, which sets out 
minimum criteria for site 
area and building space. 

The council claims 
that neither Llancarfan 
Primary School nor 
Rhws Primary School 


satisfy these criteria, and 
so neither site would 
qualify for funding. But 
in response to a Written 
Assembly Question 
from Mr Davies, 
Education Minister 
Kirsty Williams said 
that Welsh Government 
contributions under the 
scheme are “normally 
based on the costs of 
the building to the max¬ 
imum of the building 
bulletin size range”, but 
“the decision on school 
size ultimately rests 
with the local authority, 
and can be affected by 
local policy and funding 
arrangements”. 

Following this, 
Mr Davies called on 
the council to halt the 
process, and explore an 
alternative application 
to develop the existing 
schools in Rhoose and 
Llancarfan. Mr Davies 
said: “The council has 
long claimed there is no 
business case to keep 
Llancarfan Primary 
School in Llancarfan, 
on the basis the existing 
site would not qualify 
for 21st Century Schools 
funding. 

“But the Minister’s 
comments fatally 
undermine this, making 
clear the local authority 
has discretion when it

comes to building size, 
and that the guidance 
is not mandatory. It is 
therefore perfectly fea¬ 
sible that funding could 
be provided to develop 
the existing schools in 
Llancarfan and Rhoose. 

“The council should 
submit an application 
for this to the Welsh 
Government, who have 
an interest in protecting 
the Vale’s only formally 
designated rural school. 
In the meantime, the 
plans to close the school 
should be scrapped 
while all effort is put 
into trying to save the 
existing school in 
Llancarfan.” 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson said: “The 
council has developed a 
scheme to deliver a new 
school building, which 
will not only provide 
for pupils from new 
housing developments 


in Rhoose but will also 
address the high number 
of surplus school places 
at Llancarfan, which is 
set to continue as the 
birth rate in the school’s 
catchment area falls. 

“Andrew RT Davies’ 
suggestion that the coun¬ 
cil invests in two existing 
school buildings to pro¬ 
vide additional school 
places doesn’t make 
sense. The solution we 
have come up with will 
ensure pupils in the Vale 
can benefit from the very 
best facilities possible. 

“It is disappointing 
that Mr Davies has 
chosen to only partially 
share Kirsty Williams’ 
response, in which 
she is clear that Welsh 
Government require 
councils to meet the 
Building Bulletin 99 reg¬ 
ulations when applying 
for Welsh Government 
funding.”

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Hundreds back 
Barry mum’s 
education petition 


A Barry mum’s online petition 
demanding better funding for 
Vale schools has been signed 
by more than 800 people. 

Mum of two Lucy Jones put the 
petition called ‘Match school funding 
to national average in the Vale of 
Glamorgan’ on Change.org and within 
days it had attracted hundreds of 
supporters. 

She said: “Our schools are funded 
significantly under the national 
average, and the basics required to 
give our children the education they 
deserve are compromised. 

“The Vale of Glamorgan receives 
£606 less per pupil than the Welsh 
average and £1,360 less per pupil than 
the highest-funded local authority. 
Headteachers all over the Vale are 
letting us know the pressures they are 
under financially just to make ends 
meet.” 

On the petition website she 
added: “Please sign the petition to 
show the First Minister we care about 
our children’s education. We need 
to get behind our headteachers, all 
school staff and our children. We can¬ 
not sit back and allow bureaucracy to 
stamp all over our children’s future.” 

Miss Jones had recently received a 
letter from primary school headteach¬ 
ers in Barry saying they were at crisis 
point. 

In the letter, the headteachers 
issued stark warnings, including that 
children’s education and safety could 
be compromised. They said there may 
be enforced redundancies for teachers 
and learning support assistants. 

The letter to parents and carers 
reads: “Once again, the Vale Council 
has taken money from other budgets 
and funded schools at significantly 
more than they are allocated by Welsh 
Government. We are grateful to our 
councillors as without this our schools 
would have become untenable. 

“As a group of Barry schools alone 
we will need to find hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds in savings this year. 

“To be clear, we are short of what 
we will need just to stand still. Many 
schools are looking at redundancies 
for teachers and LSAs. 

“We all have predicted shortfalls 
(double this year’s) for the next finan¬ 
cial year. Your children’s education 
and life chances are being compro¬ 
mised by the Welsh Government’s 
failure to fund schools properly.” 

The headteachers appealed to 


parents to let politicians know how 
they feel. 

Vale Council Leader, Cllr John 
Thomas, told The GEM he was 
pleased to see teachers in Barry, 
and other areas of the Vale, show¬ 
ing solidarity against the Welsh 
Government’s “flawed pupil funding 
system”. 

He said: “There is a failure to 
acknowledge that we receive the 
lowest level of funding for education 
from Welsh Government in the first 
instance as a result of a flawed for¬ 
mula designed by Welsh Government. 
While it may have once been 
effective, this formula has not been 
reviewed for 18 years and relies on 
data gathered in the 1991 census. 

“It simply beggars belief that the 
funding of possibly the most impor¬ 
tant area of our work is determined by 
data that is almost 30 years old... The 
fact is Vale pupils’ education is being 
held back by the use of an outdated 
and flawed Welsh Government 
formula.” 

The GEM put the points made by 
Miss Jones and Cllr Thomas to the 
Welsh Government. 

A spokesman explained: “It’s 
important to note that the level of 
spending on schools is set by individ¬ 
ual local authorities, not by the Welsh 
Government. The Vale of Glamorgan 
spends the least per pupil in Wales. 

“We recognise that to continue to 
raise standards, our schools and teach¬ 
ers need additional support. That 
is why we recently announced the 
single biggest investment for teachers 
since devolution - a £24m package of 
professional learning to support the 
new curriculum, giving schools the 
time and resources they need.” 

On Cllr Thomas’s comments on 
the funding formula, the spokesman 
said: “The vast majority of Welsh 
Government funding for schools 
comes from the local government 
settlement and over 90 per cent of the 
schools’ part of the formula is based 
on data updated annually, such as 
pupil numbers. 

“The funding formula is agreed 
each year and we have presented 
proposals to update the 1991 cen¬ 
sus-related element. However, these 
proposals were not pursued by local 
authorities.”

Foodbank reveals increase 
over last 12 months 


THE Vale Food bank pro¬ 
vided 3,833 three-day emer¬ 
gency food parcels to local 
people between April 2018 to 
March 2019. Of this number, 
1,414 went to children. 

The local food bank’s figures feed 
into a larger national picture with a 
record increase in foodbank use across 
the UK reported today by the Trussell 
Trust. 

The Vale Food bank is backing 
calls from the Trussell Trust to ensure 
the benefits system is able to protect 
people from poverty. 

The figures from the Vale Food 
bank are an 11 per cent increase on 
the same period last year. The charity 
believes the local increase is due to 
people struggling with continued 
issues with benefit payments and 
issues with Universal Credit, such as 
the five-week wait for a first payment. 

Susan Lloyd-Selby, Vale Foodbank 


co-ordinator said: “No one in the 
Vale should need a foodbank’s help 
and we want to see an end to local 
people needing emergency food at all. 
It doesn’t have to be this way - our 
benefits system is supposed to protect 
us all from being swept into poverty. 
Universal Credit should be part of the 
solution, but currently the five week 
wait is leaving many without enough 
money to cover the basics - this isn’t 
right. 

“Until we reach a future where 
foodbanks are no longer needed, we’ll 
continue to provide vital support when 
it matters most. We’re dedicated to 
ensuring that people in our commu¬ 
nity without enough money for food 
are able to access emergency support. 
Our vital work in the community has 
only been possible in the last year 
because of the incredible generosity 
shown by local people in donating 
food, time and funds.” 


‘Uniform choice 
could be 
taken away 
from schools’ 
warns trader 


LOCAL businesses 
across Wales are 
warning against a 
proposed change 
in law around the 
supply of school 
uniform,and a 
Cowbridge retailer 
is warning that it 
could take the ele¬ 
ment of choice away 
from schools. 

Late last year, the 
Welsh Government 
launched a consultation 
on plans to introduce 
new statutory guidance 
on school uniform 
in Wales, and the 
announcement met with 
concern from industry 
representative The 
Schoolwear Association. 

The changes to 
legislation would result 
in increased competition 
for those businesses 
which supply specific 
uniform to schools as 
head teachers would be 
restricted in the choices 
that they could make to 
their unifoms. 

Sally Stephenson, 
director of The Pencil 
Case, a local schoolwear 
supplier in Cowbridge, 
said: “Historically, most 
schools in communities 
across Wales would 
always work directly 
with a local school uni¬ 
form supplier to provide 
a uniform. 

“The suppliers would 
commit to providing all 
of the children with a 
uniform regardless of 
their size, their needs, or 
the time of the year. The 
head teacher and gov¬ 
ernors would be able to 
decide their own individ¬ 
ual uniform policy and 
how the supply chain 
should work for their 
school, but if this new 
legislation comes in, all 
of that could be lost. 

“There has been an 
independent business 
selling schoolwear in 
Cowbridge for over 50 
years, I took the business 
over five years ago and 
we consider ourselves 
very much part of the 
community. We offer 
a quality and personal 
service to our customers, 
and this together with 
providing local employ¬ 
ment, is paramount to 
us. 

“The school uniform 
we provide is very high 
quality and excellent 
value for money. Our 
shop adds to the High 
Street and benefits the 
local economy. We care 
about the community 


and we deeply value our 
customers. I don’t think 
the same can be said for 
the big supermarkets.” 

It’s not just small 
local retailers that could 
suffer from the changes, 
but thousands of jobs 
could be at risk at the 
suppliers which stock 
the local schoolwear 
stores. 

Mike Williams, 
sales manager for 
Wales at Winterbottoms 
Schoolwear said: 

“As it currently 
stands, we supply the 
small independent stores 
with school uniform 
agreed by the schools. If 
this change comes into 
Welsh legislation, we 
could see schools lose 
the ability to decide what 
their uniform should be, 
uniform would lose its 
“uniformity” as doors 
would open which 
would greatly impact on 
the industry. 

“Shops that we sup¬ 
ply would face immense 
pressure and potentially 
no longer be required. 

If demand falls in these 
local shops, due to what 
seems like a ‘cheaper’ 
alternative at supermar¬ 
kets, the retailers that 
we supply who are local 
Welsh people, could 
lose their jobs. Quality 
uniform is great value, 
lasting for many years. 
Our High Streets and 
independent retailers are 
under enough pressure 
as it is. 

“We have been 
supported by industry 
bodies like The 
Schoolwear Association 
that has not only warned 
against the change on 
behalf of all the people 
who’s job hangs in the 
balance, but has also 
explained the impact this 
could have on pupils, 
especially those from 
poorer backgrounds. 

The change would mean 
that the option to choose 
could expose poorer 
children to scrutiny if 
their uniform isn’t seen 
to be ‘the same’ as their 
peers.” 

The consultation 
period on the legislation 
has now ended, and the 
Welsh Government is 
currently reviewing the 
responses. 

The GEM asked the 
Welsh Government to 
comment but, at the time 
of going to press, one 
had not been received.

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Cats charity issues warning 
about buying pets online

BUYING cats or 
kittens from private 
sellers online is a 
risky business, says 
Cats Protection 
after they were 
contacted by the 
owners of two very 
sick white kittens. 

The charity’s Bridgend 
Adoption Centre recently 
took in Daffan and Dill, 
who were sold for £360 
as a pair and advertised 
as being eight weeks old. 

When the new owners 
got the kittens home, 
they quickly realised that 
something was wrong as 
they were still trying to 
suckle and had raging 
diarrhoea. 

They took the kittens 
to the vet who advised 
them that they were in 
fact around five weeks 
old, had a huge burden 
of worms and one was 
slightly jaundiced. 

The vet also warned 
them they might die, 
so they called on Cats 
Protection’s Bridgend 
Adoption Centre for 
help. 

“We were really 
shocked at how ill they 
were,” said Sue Dobbs, 
manager of the centre. 

“The little girl Daff 
was particularly bad as 
she was very cold and 


very lethargic. As well 
as diarrhoea, the kittens 
went on to develop flu 
and we soon discovered 
they were deaf too. It 
took four weeks and a 
lot of energy and money 
to get the kittens back to 
full health.” 

To offer cats the same 
welfare protection as 
dogs, Cats Protection is 
urging the Government 
to consider regulating cat 
breeding so that potential 
buyers are able to go to a 
licensed cat breeder. 

It welcomed the 
recently announced 
Welsh Government 
consultation considering 
how best to address issues 


related to cat breeding 
and selling and is also 
calling for an update to 
the law on selling cats 
to reflect the modem age 
- recognising that the 
majority of kittens and 
cats are now advertised 
for sale online. 

They are asking that 
this should include a ban 
on the commercial sale 
of kittens under eight 
weeks which could have 
prevented Daffan and 
Dill from being sold at 
such a young age. 

“Our branches across 
Wales still regularly 
tell us harrowing sto¬ 
ries of kittens bred 
and sold that are very 


sick,” said Madison 
Rogers, Advocacy and 
Government Relations 
Officer. 

“It is vital that the 
breeding of cats is reg¬ 
ulated and the law on 
selling cats in Wales is 
updated to avoid such 
tragedies. By choosing 
to adopt, rather than 
going to a breeder, you 
are caring for a kitten 
that already needs sup¬ 
port instead of bringing 
another one into the 
world,” said Madison. 

“It is also beneficial 
for you because you’ll 
have peace of mind that 
your cat or kitten is a 
healthy pet.” 


All cats and kittens 
adopted from Cats 
Protection are health- 
checked, wormed, vacci¬ 
nated against cat flu and 
enteritis, neutered where 
appropriate and come 
with a free period of pet 
insurance. 

This year, Cats 
Protection’s cat care 
assistants - who help 
look after cats like Daffan 
and Dill at Bridgend 
Adoption Centre - are 
being funded, thanks 
to players of People’s 
Postcode Lottery, who 
have raised £404 million 
to-date for similar good 
causes. 


Sky Notes for May - by 
Dave Powell of Barry 
Astronomical Society 


T HE familiar constel¬ 
lation The Plough is 
almost overhead and the 
pointers show the direction to 
the northern horizon. 

Half-way down in this direction we 
can see the Pole star, half-way down 
to the horizon again is the familiar 
constellation of Cassiopeia, with its 
easy to see ‘ W’ shape. Here, with 
the aid of binoculars, we can see the 
Milky Way. 

Having watched it when it was 
almost overhead, it may now seem 
strange to see it so low in the sky. It 
can be traced from the western hori¬ 
zon, looping underneath the Pole star, 
across to the eastern horizon. 

If we go back to the Plough, locate 
the end star opposite to the pointers. 
Follow a curved line until you see a 
bright orange star: this is Arcturus, 
marking the constellation of Bootes. 

Continue a curved line down 
towards the southern horizon and 
another bright star, Spica, will be 
seen. We have now arrived at the 
constellation Virgo. Spica is massive, 
something like 2.500 times as lumi¬ 
nous as our Sun. It may very well be 
a two stars (binary) system although, 
if so, they are too close together to be 
seen individually. As for its colour, 
some see it as white, others bluish/ 
white. 

If you have a dark sky you will 
note Virgo looks something like the 


letter ‘Y’ shape. Amateur astronomers 
with access to back-garden telescopes 
look forward to this time of year 
because hidden from view in the 
‘bowl’ of the letter Y are hundreds of 
galaxies. The brightest ones can be 
seen in telescopes. 

One of the easiest to see is known 
as M87, and it is a giant elliptical gal¬ 
axy thought to lie around 48/56 mil¬ 
lion light years from Earth. Galaxies 
come in different forms, but there are 
two main types: spiral, like the Milky 
Way and elliptical like M87. 

One main difference between the 
two is that we know spiral galaxies 
still have material that forms new 
stars. 

Elliptical galaxies are thought to 
have used up all the star-forming 
material. If you have a telescope you 
will need a clear, moonless night to 
search for M87. 

On April 12, a first quarter Moon 
will be near the bright star Regulus in 
the constellation of Leo. 

On April 15, the Moon is to the 
right of Spica. By the middle of May, 
the giant planet Jupiter will be rising 
just before midnight.

Lloyd trusts 
Glamorgan can 
bounce back 


N ORTH-WALI AN 
all-rounder David

Memories of the 
Monmouthshire Hunt 
point-to-point 


THE Monmouthshire Point- 
To-Point racecourse was 
always popular with owners, 
riders and trainers from the 
Vale, Cowbridge’s James 
Tudor will go down in history 
as being the last jockey to ride 
a winner there. 

Brian Lee, who has been reporting 
on the Welsh hunt-racing scene for 
more than half-a-century, takes a look 
back in time... 

The Monmouthshire Hunt Point-To- 
Point Steeplechases, which had been 
held at Llanvapley near Abergavenny 
since 1953 moved to a new venue 
at the Monmouthshire Show Ground 
this year. 

When I interviewed Peter Scudamore 
after he had won on a horse called 
Melivan at Llanvapley in 1978, he told 
me he was joining the paid ranks, and 
little did I think then that I was talking 
to a rider who would become cham¬ 
pion National Hunt jockey a record 
breaking eight times, and a jockey who 
would go on to ride a record breaking 
1,678 winners and who would also set 
a record of riding 221 winners during 
the 1988/89 season. 

When racing took place for the first 
time at Llanvapley, some 6,000 enthu¬ 
siasts saw the popular grey Sylvester 
11 land the adjacent hunts ladies’ race 
for the third year on the bounce. 

However, it was a close thing, with 
Sylvester 11 holding on by a head from 
the South Hereford challenger High 
Chance. 

Cowbridge’s Daphne Williams was 
the rider on this occasion, whereas 
in 1952, when the races had been 
held at Raglan, Sylvester 11 had been 
partnered by April Budgen and in 1951 
by April’s sister Ruth. 

The men’s open race was run in 
two divisions with Dick Bowen win¬ 
ning the first on Wilf Lewis’ Copper 
Street and Brian Jenkins the second 
on Gilbey. 

The following year, 1954, Sylvester 
11 won the race for the fourth time and 
in doing so beat the same horse, High 
Chance, he had beaten the previous 
year. However, the rider this time 
was Miss Penny Pragnell. The men’s 
open was won by Gilbey which beat 
Kilbraes. 

The 1955 season saw Sylvester 11 
in cracking form, winning six races. 
Unfortunately, the one race he failed 
to win was at the Monmouthshire 
where he was trounced by South 
Herefordshire’s Gay Day. 

The best men’s open race horse in 
1957 was Stoney Bridge, ridden by St 
Athan farmer Jim Thomas, who beat 
the highly-rated Worcestershire horse 
Merry Courier. 

Another good Welsh point-to-pointer 
around this time was Mr R H Jenkins’ 
bay mare Mariji, who during the 1956 
season and ridden by Isobel Lewis, 
won at the Tredegar, Monmouthshire, 
south Herefordshire, Glamorgan, 
Ludlow and Curre meetings. 

All told, Mariji won 23 races and 
Isobel was in the saddle for 22 of them. 

Howard Jones’ charmingly named 
Chingley Golden Heart, partnered by 
Howard’s brother Lloyd Jones, was 
another great favourite who graced 
the Llanvapley course back then in 
the 1950s. 

In 1962, Mr RJ Anstey’s Andy 11 
won the Somerset Cup under the leg¬ 
endary Bill Jones in one of the biggest 
fields - there were 15 runners - for the 
race in years. Andy 11 won her 17th 
and final race in 1967 when beating the 
consistent Agitate at Llanvapley. 

It was at Llanvapley the follow¬ 
ing year, 1968, that Bassaleg’s Mike 
Williams, riding like a man possessed 
on Duck and Dive, beat the famed 
front-running Bronze Miller by a neck 


in a race I will never forget. 

There was a real touch of class about 
the Monmouthshire Hunt races of 1969 
as the hunt staged three Players’ Gold 
Leaf qualifying races. 

The first was won by the Lady 
Dudley Cup winner Bright Willow, the 
second by Sunarise, who some claim 
was the best point-to-pointer ever, and 
the third by Touch of Tammy which 
went on to win, among other races, the 
Horse and Hound Cup. 

All three winners were long odds-on 
favourites but one horse who pro¬ 
vided a good result for the bookies 
was Milton Bradley’s prolific winner 
Octroi, who, under regular rider Celia 
Conley, beat the favourite Parka. 

In 1972 national champion rider Sue 
Aston chalked up her 100th winner 
at the Monmouthshire’s evening 
meeting. There were just four runners 
and Octroi pulled up after jumping 
two fences, Saledun carried out Go 
Pontinental at the next fence, leaving 
Rathcriddoge, described as ‘a very 
tricky customer’, to finish alone. 

Fast forward to 1980 and 
Abergavenny farrier Andrew James, 
riding Lady Pen, landed a huge gamble 
when winning the men’s open race 
after being backed from 20-1 to 4-1 
and off the board in places. 

However, Andrew’s most memora¬ 
ble win at Llanvapley came a couple of 
years later when riding a horse called 
Magic Rock in the members’ race - it 
fell twice and still emerged the wi nn er! 

Magic Rock was leading Kanda Fair 
until falling at the 10th fence which 
left Kanda Fair, partnered by Rodway 
Heathfield, with a clear lead. 

Quickly remounting, Andrew chased 
after the leader and was closing the gap 
only to fall again at the 14th fence. 

Undaunted, Andrew remounted 
again and by the time Kanda Fair had 
reached the final fence Andrew and 
Magic Rock had caught them up and 
went on to land the prize. 

In 1984 the Monmouthshire cele¬ 
brated their 80th anniversary, their first 
meeting having been held at Penylan, 
Llanarth in 1904. 

In 1989 the hunt staged a nine-race 
card and Andrew James was successful 
on Dashalong and Crumpet Catcher. 
Tim Jones won on Sweet Rascal and 
Lynwood Lad and his sister Pip scored 
on Celtic Remorse. 

Another nine race card was staged at 
Llanvapley in 1992 and it was at this 
meeting that the brilliant and quirky 
grey Brunico, who that year won all 
his 12 races including the Lady Dudley 
Cup, won the men’s open race under 
usual rider Ron Trellogen. 

Pontypridd’s Robert Rowsell won 
the confined on the useful Solars Pride 
and Bridgend’s Paul Hamer a division 
of the restricted on Willie McGarr. 

The following year, 1993, Rudry’s 
Tim Jones, who taught Cheltenham 
Gold Cup winner Norton’s Coin to 
jump fences, chalked up his 100th 
winner on Zephyr Nights. 

The last time racing was held at 
Llanvapley was in 2015 when Beth 
Roberts’ prolific Chesnut Annie, 
ridden by Emma Moseley, won the 
ladies’ open race beating Fine Resolve 
partnered by Rachel Leyshon. 

Leading rider James Tudor from 
Cowbridge, who had won the men’s 
open race on Repeat Business, won 
the very last race to be staged at 
Llanvapley on Banned In Bhutan. 

To name all the famous horses and 
riders who competed at Llanvapley 
which was one of the best viewing 
courses in Wales one would need to 
write a book!

Mawr, landed his biggest win 
to date when he was success¬ 
ful in the Cheltenham Pony 
Racing Authority Graduates 
Handicap Hurdle at 
Cheltenham last Wednesday, 
April 17 on Uno Mas , trained 
by former National Hunt 
jockey of note Christian 
Williams at Ogmore-By-Sea. 

Uno Mas, a 14-1 shot, won by a 
neck from Cornborough, ridden by 
Miss Abbie McCain, and took the 
£9,285 first prize. 

Earlier in the day ToBeFair, ridden 
by usual jockey Thomas Bellamy, won 
the Salfon Landing Systems Handicap 
Hurdle by five lengths from the bot¬ 
tom-weighted Broughtons Admiral. 

A 15-2 chance, ToBeFair is trained 
in west Wales by Debra Hamer from 
the Bridgend area and her husband 
Paul is a former Welsh champion 
point-to-point rider. 

Twenty-four hours earlier at Exeter, 
Chepstow’s Robert Stephens was suc¬ 
cessful with Tudors Treasure, which 
won the handicap chase under Tom 
O’Brien. 

Made the 11-4 favourite, eight- 
year-old Tudors Treasure won by a 
length from Kingston Mimosa. 

VALE POINT-TO-POINT 
POINT-To-Point racing returned to 
Redlands Farm, Bonvilston in the 
Vale last Saturday for the first time 
since 2012, and the organisers who 
worked so hard to get the course in 
shape were rewarded with a huge 
crowd, probably the best seen at 
a point-to-point in Wales for some 
years. 

There were numerous bookmakers 
in attendance and the day’s riding 
honours went to west Wales’ Ben 
Jones, age 18 who rode his first ever 
hat-trick. 

Ben won the Conditions race on 
Gun Shy, the Timico Mixed Open on 
Princely Player and the Restricted on 
Manhattan Mead. 

Gun Shy won by eight lengths from 
Bradley Gibbs’ mount Mr Sawyer, 
and Jones said: “He travelled well 
throughout.” 

Winning owner-trainer Chepstow’s 
Tommy Faulkner, who was saddling 
his seventh winner of the season, and 
who admitted to backing his horse, 
said: “We paid 2,000 guineas for him 
at the Ascot Sales and he’s a tricky 
fellow to train but all going well he 
will run at the Cheltenham Hunter 
Chase evening meeting next month.” 

Princely Player, owned by The KP 
& Nuts Racing Club, and trained by 
National Hunt trainer Peter Hobbs’ 
sister-in-law Karen Hobbs and quali¬ 
fied with the Vine and Craven Hunt in 
Berkshire, drew clear two fences from 
home from the pacemaking Yeats Ace 
(Bradley Gibbs) to win by 10 lengths 
with the odds-on Hidden Charmer 
(Jack Tudor) a further 12 lengths away 
in third spot. 

“He’s a sleepy sort but he stays all 
day,” said Jones, who had won on the 
12-year-old at Hereford Racecourse 
on April 7. 

The third leg of Ben’s hat-trick 
came in the Restricted when the blink¬ 
ered Manhattan Mead led at the last 
to beat the pacemaking Robbina (Jack 
Tudor) by one-and-a-half lengths. 


Backed from 8-1 to 6-1, Manhattan 
Mead is owned by hunt-racing stal¬ 
wart Gwynne Phillips and trained by 
former Welsh champion point-to-point 
rider Paul Hamer in Carmarthen. 

Seven faced the starter for the Aged 
Maiden race and Welsh champion 
Bradley Gibbs, riding the eight-year- 
old Chase Me for Ledbury trainer 
James Ridley, finished 10 lengths 
ahead of the favourite SamDibien, 
trained by former leading Welsh 
National Hunt jockey Sam Thomas. 

Bradley, who received a phone call 
the night before the races offering him 
the ride, said: “The farther we went the 
better Chase Me jumped.” 

Of the five horses that went to post 
for the Young Horse Maiden, the 
youngest of them, the four-year-old 
Tim Vaughan-trained Loco CoCo led 
approaching the penultimate fence and 
went on to score by one-and-a-half 
lengths from Gibbs’ mount Thomas 
Crown. 

The Irish-bred Loco CoCo was 
ridden by Morgan Winstone, aged 18, 
who was chalking-up his first winner 
between-the flags. 

Morgan, who works for Tim 
Vaughan at nearby Aberthin, hails 
from Pontypool and has also ridden a 
winner under Rules. 

In a match for the Hunt Members 
race, the eight-year-old Rio Bravo, 
owned by Miss Claire Sherriff and 
partnered by Bradley Gibbs, made 
nearly all the running and despite 
jumping to the left went on to win by 
15 lengths from the odds-on Blazing 
Tom (Jack Tudor). 

Rio Bravo is trained by Bradley’s 
father David Gibbs at Ynysbwl.

WEEKEND SUCCESS 
VALE trainers Evan Williams and 
Christian Williams - no relation, 
although the latter was at one time 
Evan’s assistant trainer - were 
both in good form over the Easter 
weekend. 

So was Pembrokeshire’s Peter 
Bowen, as at Newton Abbot on 
Saturday he won the big handicap 
chase with Lord Bryan and Ogmore- 
By-Sea’s Christian Williams saddled 
Primal Focus, winner of the earlier 
chase on the card. 

Lord Bryan, owned by Gwyn Brace 
and his daughter Jayne from the Vale, 
was ridden by Sean Bowen and Primal 
Focus, at five the youngest horse 
in the race, was partnered by Nick 
Scholfield. 

At Haydock, Bowen was success¬ 
ful with Minella Daddy who was 
partnered by his younger son James 
Bowen. 

Twenty-four hours later at Ffos Las, 
Peter Bowen was back in the winners’ 
enclosure after winning the novices’ 
hurdle with Statuario and the handicap 
chase with Alf ‘N’ Dor, both ridden by 
Sean Bowen. 

Another trainer to land a Ffos Las 
double was Evan Williams. He won 
the opening mares’ handicap with the 
bottom weighted Mac Bella and the 
West Wales National Handicap with 
Pobbles Bay, both ridden by stable 
jockey Adam Wedge.

BARRY Town United will 
open the gates of Jenner Park 
for all this Friday night, in 
a special token of thanks to 
fans across the region and a 
celebration of the club’s UEFA 
Europa League qualification. 

Having secured their place in 
June’s preliminary round draw, Gavin 
Chesterfield’s squad will put a bow on 
a milestone JD Welsh Premier League 
campaign with a special ‘pay what you 
want’ match against Newtown, with 
all supporters invited to set their own 
entry price for the 7.45pm kick-off. 

With 56 points from their 31 fixtures, 
third-placed Barry are guaranteed to 
finish at least 10 points clear of the 
Robins, who will soon contest a four¬ 
way play-off with Caernarfon Town, 
Bala Town and Cardiff Metropolitan 
for Wales’ final European spot. 

However, their record against the 
mid-Walians has been patchy this 
season, with Chris Hughes’ team pro¬ 
ducing a pair of victories over their 
Barry counterparts at Latham Park in 
October and March. 

For supporters, Friday will offer 
a final chance to see the Town in 
competitive action before their Europa 
League adventure begins, with the first 
leg set for Thursday, June 27 and 
the second on July 4, with dates and 
locations to be determined at the Nyon, 
Switzerland draw on Tuesday, June 11. 

While Barry’s next away day adven¬ 
ture could take them as far afield as the 
Faroe Islands, their weekend visit to 
Connah’s Quay Nomads represented 
more familiar territory, with a familiar 
result to boot, as the sides contested 
their third successive draw of the sea¬ 
son in the Deeside sunshine. 

Looking to lock down second-place 
Nomads seized the lead in the 27th 
minute, when the prolific Michael 
Wilde leapt high above the Barry 
defence to head past goalkeeper Mike 
Lewis. 

It was the veteran striker’s 178th 
goal in the Welsh top flight and one that 
saw him climb above the former Town 
forward Chris Summers to fourth in 
the league’s all-time goalscoring list. 


Though Connah’s Quay’s customary 
high-ball tactics caused their visitors 
some problems, Andy Morrison’s men 
were unable to build upon their goal 
advantage on this warmest of Easter 
Saturdays. 

Ultimately, the hosts would end up 
ruing this, as Barry struck back with 20 
minutes remaining. 

A well-worked build-up and the 
deftest of flicks proved the key to 
unlocking Nomads’ defence, with 
Jonathan Hood running through to 
score, despite goalkeeper John Danby 
getting a touch on the ball. 

There was a late scare for the trav¬ 
elling supporters when Wilde broke 
through on goal. 

However, Lewis kept his focus and 
made a sharp save at the near post to 
keep the scoreline level. 

Connah’s Quay will now look 
forward to a second consecutive JD 
Welsh Cup final in May, but Barry 
should be hugely encouraged by their 
unbeaten record against them this sea¬ 
son, their three draws accompanied by 
a standout 2-0 victory at Jenner Park in 
September, a result that helped set the 
stage for this excellent season. 

Whatever the score on Friday night 
against Newtown, Barry have per¬ 
formed above and beyond expectation 
in 2018-19 and for that, the players, 
coaches and supporting staff deserve 
a stirring send-off before their brief 
summer break. 

With spectators able to contribute 
as much or as little as they like at the 
turnstiles, Friday’s match could be a 
good introduction to the club for new 
supporters- and what better time to 
get on board than in the run-up to a 
European campaign? 

For Barry, the size of their challenge 
this summer will be great; yet the 
bigger they are, the harder they fall 
and the club has already revelled in its 
underdog status to reclaim a place near 
the top of the Welsh football pyramid. 

It’s been a tough journey back since 
the depths of expulsion, a mere six 
seasons ago. Now, with nothing to lose 
this Friday, it’s time for all at Jenner 
Park to celebrate a season well done.
